Summing Up in Justice Sutherland's
P Second Trial.

The McKane Magistrate May Know
His Fate This Evening.

In all probability, the second trial of

Kenneth F. Sutherland will be concluded
and before he goes to bed to-- 1

night the Gravesend Justice of the Peace,
who Is alleged to have conspired with

McKane in setting the law and
the courts at dellance last election day,
will know his fate.

The defense opened Its case at last
evening's session, and this morning It

was said that there were only ten more

witnesses to examine In Sutherland's
behalf, when the case would be sub-- 1

mltted to the Jury.
Lawyer Backus thought that he could

Inlsh with his witnesses early this after-
noon, and that the summing up would
be brief Col. E. C. James will sum up for
Sutherland. The prosecution feels much
more confident of success In Its cane this
time than In the former trial, for the
evidence of Sutherland's arbitrary acts
of oppression has been brought out much
more clearly and forcibly than In the
first nstance, and the Jury has had
the facts repeatedly Impressed upon
them of Sutherland's actually holding
court In the Oravesend Town Hall on
the morning of Sunday, Nov. 6.

The first witness was John T. Wilson.
I a keeper In the Raymond Street Jail,

who testified that recalls signed by Suth-
erland were sent with the Oaynor prls- -

' oners from Coney Island. Joseph Evans,
the driver of the van which took the
prisoners to the Jail, testified that he
saw the recalls.

Sergt. Michael P. Murphy, the talka-
tive Coney Island policeman, who as-

sisted at Justice Sutherland's court at
the Coney Island Police Headquarters
on Sunday morning In drawing up the
alleged complaints, tated, In answer to
Lawyer Uackus's question, that as every
prisoner was arraigned Sutherland had

him that he was entitled to
Informed and get ball.

As none of them could furnish ball,
Sutherland told thorn that he would re-

mand them to the county Jail till 10

o'clock Monday morning.
Murphy waa much more exact in his

statement as to vhat Sutherland told
the prisoners that Sunday morning than
when he testified in the former trial,
and answered the questions of Mr.
Backus glibly.

Iawyer Wernberg pointed out these
discrepancies, and asked the witness If
he had studied up the matter since he
testified last.

"Why were only four of those fourteen
men brought here as witnesses?" asked
Col. James. "I don't know whether the
others rnn away or not, or what became
of them. We tried to get the names of
hte nine missing ones, and only succeed-
ed In obtaining two."

Col. Lamb looked at the counsel for the
defense In great surprise at this.

The speaker west on to say that there
might have been robberies and assaults
committed on peaceful citizens of Graves-
end by those fourteen men roaming
eround the town that night, and that
Chief McKane and the other town off-
icers were perfectly Justified In arresting
these unknown men and protecting their
homes from the midnight Invaders.

"I only mention these things," said
Col. James, "to show that there are two
sides to this question, and now let's see
what Justice Sutherland really did."

Col. James claimed. In the first place,
that Sutherland was not actually hold-
ing court In the Town Hall. Hut even If
he hod been acting as a Judicial officer
it would not haveen be necessary at that
hour of the night to have gone through
the procesB of having all the coiiiplalnts
drawn up and all the prisoners pleading
to 'hem.

"Sutherland did the sensible thing,"
said Col. James. "He postponed the
whole matter till 8 o'clock In the morn-
ing. It was the only reasonable thing
to do. Can you find any malice In this?
It is for vou to say.

" He was not obliged to tell the men
at that time that they were entitled to
counsel or that their ball would be so
much. It would not have done any good
If b hud Thev could not get ball or
counsel then. These prisoners would
have all been taken to the Police Head-
quarters anyway, even If Sutherland had
not been there, and confined till the reg-- i
ular hour of holding court the next
morning.

"The sending for the Black Maria by
Sutherland." argued Col. James, "was no
evidence of malice. On the contrary. It
would have been malicious If he had not
sent for It. but made the men tramp
down to Coney Island In the mud and
rain.

"I would prefer the Black Maria every
time," said Col. James, "and I think
every one of you gentlemen would say
the same If vou had been In the same
position os these men."

' "No, I wouldn't," spoke up Juror No.
S. a sturdy-lookin- g farmer
from Flatlanda.

"Weil, perhars you are more seasoned
to weather than I am," said Col. James
In a iocular tone.

"It Isn't that," said the Juror; "t
wouldn't want to get Into the thing
any way."

Even Justice Brown smiled at th's lift
tie Incident, and Justice Sutherland put
on an Injured look. Col. James dropped
the subject hastily. He finished his ad-
dress at 1 o'clock, and the Court took
a recess until 2 o'clock.
